DROP 


It Upsets the Chicago 
Wheat Market. 


The September Option Touches 
Lower Levels, 


One of the Long Firms 
Has to Sell. | 


Over a Million Bushels for Quick 
Disposal. 


Cash Wheat Opens at a Low Figure—Mar- 
gins are Things Out of Considera- 
tion—Banks Will Not Buy 
Exchange. 


Bo Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, July 31.—(Special.) For a 
few moments this morning there was, 
on the Board of Trade, no market for 
wheat. Before a single sale was made, 
Cash wheat was offered at 3% cents be- 
low what.it sold foron Saturday; Sep- 
tember wheat sold down to 57% cents per 
bushel, the lowest price ever quoted in 
Chicago. 

The demand for wheat for export is 
good, but the money to handle it is not 
to be had at the banks. It therefore 
lies idle. But one firm failed today, 
that of Lyon & Hulbert. They have lia- 
bilities of $50,000, and will pay dollar 
for dollar if given time. 

The grain shippers today simply laid 
down. Up to noon they did not take a 
Single boat, although a big fleet was on 
the market. The banks would not buy 


rates. The situation is regarded as 
very critical. y 


UP AND DOWN. 


Rapid Fluctuations | in the Quotations for 
September Wheat. 

CHICAGO, July 31.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) There was another pan- 
icky slump in the price of wheat on 
the Board of Trade this morning. Sep- 
tember wheat opened at 59%, as against 
614% at the close of Saturday. It quickly 
slid off to 57%, and almost as quickly 
rallied to 59%. Thereafter it became 
quiet and comparatively steady, fluctu- 
ating within the extreme ranges of 
ante 

The same causes which have pre- 
vailed for some time controlled during 
the day—the gloomy financial outlook, 
inability of the longs to get money to 
carry wheat, and the inability to take 
advantage of offers for cash wheat be- 
cause of the impossibility of selling 
New York exchange. 

One of the chief reasons for the drop 
was also the fact that Lyon & Hulburt, 
large longs in wheat, found it impos- 
sible to respond to margin calls and or- 
dered their wheat sold out. lLyon’s 
long line is supposed to be from 1,000,000 
to 1,500,000 bushels, on which the losses 
are supposed to be from 8 to 15 cents 
per bushel. The firm says it will pay 
every dollar as soon as it can realize on 
its collaterals. 


THE CHOLERA. 


Its Ravages in Various Sections of the Rus- 
sian Empire. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 31.—(By 
Cable and Associated Press.) Official re- 
turns just issued show a marked in- 
crease in the ravages of the cholera in 
the parts of the empire where the dis- 
ease is epidemic. 

From July 9 to 22 there were in the 
government of Podoliaw 1165 cases and 
350 deaths, as against 449 cases and 112 
deaths during the week preceding. In 
the government of Orel from July 10 
to 20 there were 123 cases and 19 deaths, 
against 148 cases and 52 deaths during 
the previous week. In. the government 
of Toola there were 77 cases and 19 
deaths from July 16-to 22. In the pre- 
ceding week there were only 31 cases 
and 8 deaths. In Moscow from July 16 
to 22 there were 72 cases and 21 deaths. 

The epidemic exists, though less se- 
vere, in the governments of Viatka, 
Kazan, Riazau, Oofa and Timbeersk. 


Drained of Deposits. 
ASHLAND (Wis.,) July 31.—The First 
National Bank failed this morning, 
owing to the steady drain on deposits. 
The resources on July 15 ijwere $396,489. 
There were heavy runs on other banks 
in consequence. 


Receiver for a Bank. 
PENDLETON (Or.,) July 31. — The 
Pendleton Savings Bank has temporar- 
ily suspended. R. T. Cox has been ap- 
pointed receiver. The statement shows 
that. the assets are $250,009, and liabil- 
ities, $155,000, 


Wiil Pay in Fall. 

AKRON (0.,) July 31.—The Akron 
Savines Bank went into the hands of a 
receiver this morning. It had a capital 
of $200,000, and a reserve of $50,000. Its 
surplus amounted to $18,000. It will pay 
in full.

LUMBER SHOVERS. 
They Engage ia d- Serious Conflict With the 


ASHLAND wis ) 31,.—(By the 
Associated Press.) A crisis was reached 
in the lumber-shoVers strike this morn- 
ing. The strikers openly detied the 
officers of the city and county, closing 
with them in a hand-to-hand battle, in 
which blood was shed freeiy. The 
Shores Lumber Company sent word to 
Mayor O’Keefethat it had commenced 
loading boats with non-union laborers, 
and asked for police protection. The 
Mayor sent Chief of Police Schwarz 
and some of the officers to the docks, 
where they were joined by Sheriff 
O’Brien and deputies. 
strikers suddenly swarmed down,

FEARED STARVATION. 


A Despondent Farmer Kills His Pamily and 
Aitempts Suicide. 

ANTIGO (Ill.,) July 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) William Nonemacher, 
a farmer living nine miles southeast of 
here, murdered his wife and three chil- 
dren Saturday night and made an un- 
successful attempt to take his own life. 
The deed was not discovered until Sun- 
day afternoon. Nonemacher told the 
Coroner today that the crops were poor 
and that he was afraid of starving. 
His wife’s parents were in Quebec, where 
tney had come all the way from Ger- 
many, and they wanted money, but he 
had none to send. 

He waited unti! all were asleep Sat- 
urday night, then, taking an ax, killed 
his wife with three blows on the 
temple, wentinto the next room and 
killed Joseph, 6 years old, and Willie, 4 
years old. He struck both boys on the: 
head twice. Keturning to the room 
where his wife lay he picked up the 
year-old baby, heldufler in one arm 
and crushed in her head with the ax. 
He’then went to the barn, climbed 
upon the roof and jumped twenty feet 
to the floor of the pig-stye, sustaining 
injuries to his spine.and paralyzing his 
lower extremities. Sunday afternoon 
his brother catne from the adjoining | 
farm and made the awful discovery. 
The murderer has been taken to Antigo 
and placed in’ jail, but probably will 
not live long.

NEW YORK, July 31.—The_ with-

A Substitute Compromise the Con- 
verse of Repeal.

United Action Will Be Urged at the Silver 
Conference—Director Preston Op- . 
poses the Colorado State 
Depository Plan. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

RALEIGH (N. ©.,) July 31.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Vance last 
week wrote a letter to the Farmers’ 
Alliance, in which, in reply to a ques- 
tipn as to his position on the silver 
law, he said he was unalterably op- 
posed to the repeal of the Sherman act 
unles some substitute was provided 
He was severely criticised for the tone 
of his letter, and now replies in an- 
other letter. He says: 

“The charge that a Democrat is at 
variance with-his party who refuses to 
favor the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law depends for its truth on 
what the party laid down in the plat- 
form at Chicago. If promises and 
pledges amount to anything, the Chi- 
cago platform defends the repeal of the 
law as an obstruction from the coinage 
of silver. The obvious meaning is that 
if the law were out of the way we could 
have free coinage. That is one of the 
things I propose to put in the place of 
the Sherman law, and I propose to vote 
against repeal unless that be done. 

“If my party is opposed to that, then 
the utterances at Chicago were in- 
tended to deceive. If they were sin- 
cere, then I am trying to stand on the 
_platform.. It pledges the party to the 
“use of both gold and silver without dis- 
crimination. If we cease to~coin one, 
and refuse to tender it in payment 
even of the obligations which by con- 
tract are payable therein, we do dis- 
criminate against that metal. 
~“The men of common sense, who are 
loyal to the purposes they profess, will 
not surrender the advantages of their 
position. The law now in existence can 
be kept there by the non-concurrence 
of either the House or Senate, or by 
the President to its repeal; whereas, 
the Sherman law once repeated, the 
measures which are to take its place 
would have to be passed by affirmative 
legislation, requiring the concurrence of 
all three branches of the law-making 
department, and no sensible man, ac- 
quainted with the situation, wili believe 
that these measures could be passed 
under such circumstances.”

CHICAGO, July 31.—(By the ASsso0- 
ciated Press.) There will be a decla- 
ration of war tomorrow. and the sig- 
nal for hostilities will be given by the 
combined convention of Populists, free- 
silver men and Greenbackers.

The scenes following the imposition 
of the stamp and other taxes so hotly 
contested and indignantly denounced 
by the colonial fathers of 1776, would 
have been a fitting parallel to that 
furnished in the hotel lobbies today 
by the popular arraignment of the at- 
tempt which, it is asserted; is now be- 
ing made by Great Britain and the 
monometallic monarchies of Europe to 
coerce the American continent into 
financial dependency upon the fiats of 
the Old World. The laws of supply and 
demand, the result of over production, 
found no place in their arguments, for 
every suggestion of this kind was re- 
pulsed by a startling array of statistics 
and figures tending to show that the 
closing of the mints of India. the death- 
blow to free coinage in Europe, and the 
demand of Wall street for the 
repeal of the Sherman bill were but 
parts of a great conspiracy against the 
silver republics of the Western Hemis- 
phere. It is the opinion, too, of the del- 
egates now asembling that the conspir- 
acy should be firmly met and the en- 
emy promptly routed, and some of 
them grow hot enough at times to in- 
mate that, if legislation is inefficient,

There has been a big 
demand at the sub-treasury for trans- 
fers of silver dollars to Western points, 
principally Chicago. Up to noon $150,- 
000 had been applied for. The Loan 
Committee of the clearing-house this 
morning issued $2,550,000 additional 
loan certificates, bringing the amount 
outstanding up to $28,000,000 . It is un- 
derstood that the certificates taken out 
today will be used to provide for the 
further importation of gold. The sub- 
treasury is $602,565 creditor at the 
clearing-house. 

Gold, in payment of exchange, opened 
steady; subsequently weakened, owine 
to the increase in the supply of bills of 
all kinds. The posted rates are at 
4.81 and 4.83'9. Bankers are still figur- 
ing on gold imports, and generally 
agree that the receipts will be larger 
within the next thirty days.

The tire started upstairs in the build- 
ing of Buyer, Reich & Co. on Bush 
street, near Montgomery, directly after 
tj eclock, and spread rapidly through 
the building. Three alarms were turned 
in and every engine in the city was 
called to the scene. A dense volume of 
smoke poured from the windows, and 
it was with great difliculty that the. 
firemen were able to reach the flames. 

It seemed inevitable that the fire 
would spread and take in the Occti- 
dental Hotel adjoining. As it was the 
flames ate their way into Buckingham 
& Hecht's and inflicted much damage. 
H. S. Crocker & Co., wholesale station- 
ers and printers, also suffered some- 
what. By hard work and by flooding 
the buildings with water, the flames 
were finally subdued. 

The losses are given as follows: 
Buyer, Reich & Co., $250,900, insurance 
$150,000; Buckingham & Hecht, $50,000, 
no insurance; H. S. Crocker & Co., loss 
nominal. The origin of the fire is un- 
known,

Assistant Secretary Reynolds Explains the 
Department's Policy. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) July 31.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Judge Smith of 
the County Court, wrote to As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior Reyn- 
olds about the recent suspension of 
many pensions, etc. He has received a 
lengthy reply from Mr. Revaolds ex- 
plaining the policy of the administra- 
tion, inthe course ¢f which he says: 
‘Commissioner Raum treated disabili- 
ties not of service origin the same as 
disabilities which were. The present 
Secretary hdving found the erroneous 
orders of Raum unreévoked, and claims 
adjudicated thereunder unqyestioned, 
could not do otherwise than revoke 
these orders, providing a new one in 
accordance with the law «for future 
practice, and order a re-examination of 
prior adjudication to correct the errors. 

‘The Raum error wasnot exposed until 
January 7 of this year, after 521,130 
cases had been adjudicated in pursuance 
thereof. The administration would be 
a party tothe perpetuation of a mon- 
strous wrong tothe nation and to the 
class of its pensioners, under theact of 
1890, if these claims remained unex- 
amined. Members of the Board of Re- 
vision for this purpose are not all 
Democrats, and its chief, notably, is a 
Republican. No judgment is pro- 
nounced before full investigation. 

“ff the record shows an illegal pen- 
sion, the claim is suspended and the 
pensioner allowed sixty days in which 
to file testimony in rebuttal; if his 
right toremain is shown, the suspension | 
is removed, otherwise his name is 
stricken from the rolls.”’ 

In conclusion, Reytolds says: ‘‘We 
are simply correcting the abuses and 
placing all pensions under the act of 
June 27, 1890, on an equality. We 
are pledged to make the pension rolla 
roll of honor, and will continue this 
work untilthe people who demanded 
reform shall call a halt.”’

How Baggage is Handled at 
‘La Grande Station. 


Another Little Reduction in the 
Chicago Passenger Rates. / 


A Prediction About the Round-trip Rate— 
Big Lot of Trunks Forwarded— 
General and Local Rail- 
road Mention. 


The baggage-room of La Grande Sta- 
tion of the Southern California, dedi- 
cated last Saturday, deserves more than 
a passing notice. It does not seem as 
small as was ancicipated from the plans, 
for good arrangement has done much to 
utilize the available floor space. Divi- 
sion Baggage Agent Harry Isaacs has 
caused everything to be in ship-shape 
for the rapid and proper handling of 
keisters. One innovation he has intro- 
duced will serve to prevent claimants 
getting the wrong trunks. Every hack- 
man and expressman is required to use 
duplicate brass checks when he accepts 
a piece of baggage, giving the 
owner a duplicate to the one 
he attaches to the trunk or valise. 
The owner, to claim his baggage, 
at the station must present his check. 
Mr. Isaacs has a complete system of 
keeping track of all baggage handled 
on the road by means of the train bag- 
gage handlers’ report, filed in conveni- 
ent order. Last year Mr. Isaacs’s force 
checked and forwarded from Los An- 
geles near 166,000 pieces of baggage. 
On a floor buile:over the Pullman office, 
adjoining the main room, is kept the 
‘unclaimed”’ baggage and the supply of 
checks for other portions of the sys- 
tem. The unclaimed baggage is an in- 
congruous heap of stuff varving, as far 
as can be seen, froma bunch of tin buck- 
ets or bundle of bedding to a well 
strapped saratoga. All this stuff will 
be sold “sight unseen” one of these 
days. Mr. Isaacs’s helpers are spry, 
accommodating and courteous and are 
not baggage ‘‘smashers.”’

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The Silver Muddle. 

Much interest attaches to the silver 
conference, which meets today in Chi- 
cago. It will be a large gathering of 


representative men from the WwW. rm 
States and Territories. Senator - 
art and Jones of Nevada li be 


among the prominent Jeaders pregent. 

There is likely to be considerabW'dis- 
cussion upon the organization of the 
convention. Some are apparently hold- 
ing out to see what element will be in 
control. It is stated that the conven- 
tion will refuse to admit any one who 
does not favor a free coinage at the 
ratio of 1 to 16 This would appar- 
ent!y bar out Senator Stewart, who re- 
cently expressed the opinion that. a 
larger ratio would be adopted. It 
looks, from this, as if the gentlemen 


composing the convention were me- 
- what mistrustful of the strength @ the 

cause which they advocate. ; 

_ It is understood that the men grom 


the silver-producing States will "unite 
upon a distinct line of policy fo be 
urged for action at the special session 
of Congress. 

They will offer resolutions declaring 
that the demonetization of silver in 
1873 was a crime against the producing 
element of the nation and its product; 


that, while the Sherman law is 
not satjsfactory to the silver peo- 
ple. and is not supported’ = by 
their representatives, it was ac- 


cepted as the best legislation attain- 
accepted as the best legislation attain- 
able at the time; that its unconditional 
repeal would be a blow at the mining 
industries of the West, which could be 
excused on no other ground than a de- 
sire to encourage the robberies of Wall 
street and of money-lenders generally. 

The memorial adopted by the Denver 
Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade calls the attention of Congress 
to the fact that the amount of legal 
tender currency in the country is alto- 
gether inadequate to the transaction of 
its business; that, owing to that great 
injustice, it is relatively diminishing 
the value of property—wheat, cotton 
and silver; that this condition of the 
currency depreciated values, finally de- 
stroyed confidence, brought ruin on the 
length and breadth of the country, 
closing business generally and the 
mines, banks and manufactories, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from the 
lakes to the gulf. 

It declares that the repeal of the 
Bherman silver law would further con- 
tract the curreney, and it should, there- 
fore, not be done without providing an 
adequate substitute: that such condi- 
dition can only be remedied by the gov- 
ernment restoring the amount of legal 
tender circulating medium te the 
amount required, making it honest 
money in fact. 

The memorial further requests the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay out 
on the debts of the government, in- 
cluding pensions, contracts and appro- 
priations, and to distribute to national 
bank depositories, for that purpose, all 
legal tender coin now in the treasury. 
They also request the Secretary of the 
Treasury to coin into legal tender maney 
and pay out in like manner on the debts 
of the government all silver bullion 
now, or which may hereafter be, in the 
treasury: that the reserve of $100,000,000 
gold in the treasury, placed there at the 
time of the resumption of specie pay- 
ment, in 1879, to protect the credit of 
the government against the possibility 
of default in meeting its gold liabilites, 
be put in circulation. Since the credit 
of the country is so abundantly estab- 
lished all over the world, such reserva- 
tion, the memorialists say, is no longer 
required. 

The memorial concludes as follows: 

“We respectfully protest against the 
continuation of the practice of authori- 
ties of bimetallic America in copying 
and following monometalliic England in 
matters of finance. because Great Brit- 
ain is the largest aggregation of money 
lenders in the world, and vour constit- 
vents, in developing their country, 
have become the largest borrowers in 
the world: and beeause hers is an aris- 
tocratic government administered by 
the nobles, landlords, bankers and cap- 
italists in the interest of their own 
class, whose interest and obiect it is to 
make money more valuable by the con- 
traction of curreneyv to the old basis; 
who have little regard for the wishes 
of the common people; who are bimet- 
allists. while ours is a government of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people.” 

On the other hand. in regard to the 
influence of England over the financial 
affairs of the world. a correspondent ih 
yesterday's Times. called attention to 
the fact that while the United States 
has $337.000.000 in gold coin, England 
has anly $£125.900,000. Unless there is 
a further influence at work than the 
mere amount of coin in circulation, 
this looks like a case of the tail wag- 
ging the dog. F 

As to the argument of the-~Denver 
commercial bodies that the silver mar- 
ket would be greatiy assisted if the 
treasury would pay the debts of the 
government in silver, there are many 
who hold the same view. Another cor- 
respondent of The Times. J. B. Young, 
goes into detail on this question. He 
claims that the onlv silver bill row 
needed is a Congressional law to the ef- 
fect that the government shall pay 
all employees in silver until all 
$350,000,000 now coined, and the $150.- 
000,000 in bullion now in the vaults is 
coined and so paid out. Every pen- 
sioner. marshal, revenue. collector, 
judge, paymaster and attache, Con- 
gressman, Senator and President. to 
be paid in silver, which he says,. will 
put in circulation $§ per capita, that is 
now so much needed. There is not a 
man, Mr. Young declares, except Cleve- 
Nand, but is willing to receive his pay

in silver coin every month until this 
$500,000,000 is in circulation. 

There is apparently. reason in the 
claim that such payments by the gov- 
ernment would greatly increase the 
amount of silver in circulation. Much 
of it, of course, would gradually drift 
back to the government vaults through 
the banks. which are not altogether 
friendly to the white meta], but still a 
large amount would remain in circula- 
tion in the towns, villages and country 
districts, where the people are as will- 
ing to accept silver as gold in payment 
of moderate amounts. 

The Eastern people and the Eastern 
papers do not seem to at all under- 
stand the sentiment of the masses of. 
the people in the West in regard to 
this silver question. A few days ago 
the New York World had an interview 
with Senator Stewart. He told the re- 
porter that he felt sure the Sherman 
law would be repealed, whereupon the 
World says: 

“It must have cost the free-silver 
leader many a heart-pang to surrender 
hope of winning all that he and his 
brethren have struggled for since silver 
was demonetized twentv vears ago." 

If the people of the East think that 
Western representatives will consent 
to the abrogation of the Sherman law 
without securing a satisfactory substi- 
tute, they are woefully mistaken. All 
the prominent silver men believe that 
the Sherman law will be repealed—in 
fact, most of them consider it an un- 
satisfactory law and desire it repealed— 
but they want a more decided silver 
legislation in its place. 

Senator Stewart. who is more con- 
servative than many of the extreme sil- 
ver men, takes the following gloomy 
view of the results which would follow 
an unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law: 

“Destruction of silver by the repeal 
of the Sherman act will destroy more 
than half of the basis of circulation 
and credit, and leave the United States 
without sufficient gold to sustain con- 
fidence, and the probabilities are that 
the trouble will go on. I hope wise 
counsels will prevail and that the busi- 
ness community will look the situation 
in the face and devise some scheme 
whereby the circulation and credit of 
the country will be placed on a firm 
foundation. 

“Tt have no doubt that the Sherman 
silver law will be repealed, bit if it is 
repealed without a substitute.of some 
kind it seems inevitable that times will 
grow worse and continue to grow 
worse for a very long time to come. 
The output of gold is now consumed 
by the arts. There is no visible possi- 
bility of increasing the supply. The 
gold coin is all in use where it exists. 
How and in what way a sufficient sup- 
Ply of coin can be obtained is un- 
known. My investigations teach me 
that it is impossible to obtain such a 
supply. Gold has already appreciated 
since silver was rejected as money of 
ultimate payment fully 50 per cent.., 
and perhaps 60 per cent. It must go 
on appreciating and property must go 
on declining in price. 

“The perpetual appreciation of gold. 
or what is the same thihg, perpetual 
decline in prices, means stagnation, 
misery and hard times for the human 
race. Any means that will avert this 
will be satisfactory to me. I am 
wedded to no theory, but am willing to 
be convinced on any subject; and if 
the gold men can shaw me any possible 
Way of restoring prosperity on their 
theory I will waive any preconceived 
notions which I may have. I simply 
want to see daylight.”’ 


_ Judge Ross’s Decision. 

The decision in the Wong Dip Ken 
case yesterday will probably be a sur- 
prise to the ardent friends of the Chi- 
nese in the East. The general impres- 
sion among these good people has been 
that a Chinaman could not obtain jus- 
tice in the California courts. In view 
of the fact that Judge Billings of the 
Louisiana District Court had previously 
decided that the “imprisonment at hard 
labor’’ clause in the Geary act was 
merely an act of detention, coupled 
with a sanitary measure, it will prob- 
ably be a surprise to. Eastern people 
when they read that a California judge 
had the nerve and good sense to look 
at the matter in a more humane light. 
Judge Ross takes the proper view that 
every human being’in the United States, 
without regard to nationality, has in- 
herent rights which even the law-mak- 
ing power is bound to respect. No per- 
son. im his opinion, should suffer in- 
famous punishment, such as imprison- 
ment gt hard labor, unless after hav- 
ing been convicted by due proccss of 
law.

Emperor William recently expressed 
the belief that if Great Britain were 
brought into conflict with any great 
European power, or with the United 
States, her reputation as queen of the 
seas would burst like a soap bubble. 
The experience gained in British naval 
maneuvers during the past few years 
certainly goes some way to justify this 
pessimistic view, but the question is 
whether the great battle-ships of other 
powers would do much better. There 
has heen no war among the great 
powers of the world since the latest 
monstrous developments of marine war- 
fare have been perfected. In South 
America it was shown that the de- 
struction of a big ironclad is often an 
easy and speedy job. In England 
there is the further danger of occa- 
sional incompetency and _ favoritism 
among naval officers. Should a war 
break out with a first-clag@ power, 
there would not be that serene con- 
fidence which existed among English- 
men when Albion was defended by her 
“hearts of oak,” Individual prowess 
and seamanship have given place to 
electric buttons, search lights, torpe- 
does and immense guns which some- 
times go off the wrong way. 


Sympathizing with the money mar- 
ket, wheat is tumbling in Chcago, and 
there seems to be no bottom at present 
visible. September wheat sold yester- 
day at 57% cents, by far the lowest 
price ever touched in Chicago. This is 
equivalent to about 96 cents per cental, 
which is considerably less than it costs 
to raise wheat on the largest California 
wvanches by aid of the most improved 
machinery. The slump is to a great 
extent, a local difficulty. The Chicago 
dealers are short of money to operate 
with. 


The World's Fair management is dis- 
appointed with the attendance thus far 
recorded, and foresee a gloomy pros- 
pect unless the number of visitors is 
augmented. In fact, it is intimated 
that, unless there is some betterment, 
they will be hard pressed to meet their 
obligations. There is no reason, how- 
ever, why the next three months of the 
fair, with lower railroad rates and 
cooler weather, should not witness a 
great increase in travel with the White 
City as its destination. 


Missionaries who go to the interior of 
the Flowery Kingdom to convert the 
“heathen Chinee”. take their lives in 
their hands. Recently two Swedish 
preachers were brutally murdered, and 


near Hankow was destroyed. Eastern 
humanitarians appear to take these 
happenings as a matter of course, but 
raise a great disturbance when China- 
men are occasionally ill-treated by a 
mob on the Pacific Coast. 


One of the most important confer- 
ences to the West that has yet been 
held will open today at Chicago. The 
results may not be proportionate to 
the desires of the delegates, but if the 
meeting serves only to develop a whole- 
some check to hasty action on either 
side, it will accomplish something of 
importance. The question of bimetal- 
lism or monometallism, however, is one 
for the Congress of the whole country 
to settle. 


Germany and Russia are playing a 
tariff game of bluff. Germany recently 
increased her tariff gn Russian importa- 
tions 50 per cent., and Russia has 
“seen” the raise. There is pogssibil- 
ity that, by the end of the next cen- 
tury, these questions of tariff and 
finance may be satisfactorily settled, 
but. we shall none of us be here to 
see it,

house fire at Chicago, in which so many 
braye firemen lost their lives, was 
caused by something more than a de- 
fective chimney is taken up by a news- 
paper of that city,-and the statement 
is made that the fire was intended to 
cover wholesale thefts of goods stored 
in the warehouse.

STREET-SPRINKLING HYDRANTS. 

The Superintendent of Street Sprink- 
ling reported that the hydrants at the 
following-named places gave an insuf- 
ficient supply of water, and caused de- 
lay in the filling of the tanks: First and 
Savannah, First and Dakota, Boyle ave- 
nue, in front of Al Workman; Boyle 
avenue and Sixth, Kip and Orange, 
Witmer and Orange, Union and Orange, 
Ninth and Union, Seventh and Bixel, 
Seventh and Union avenue, Seventh 
and Burlington, Workman and Haw- 
kins, Silver and Witmer, Bellevue ave- 
nue and Beaudry, Douglas and Keller, 
Twenty-eighth and Grand avenue. 

The report stated that it took from 
twenty to thirty minutes to fill a tank, 
which would cause two or three wagons 
to collect while waiting.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

Councilman Campbell moved that the 
Water Supply Committee be instructed 
to investigate thoroughly the water 
supply of the _ residents 
Heights, and that the committee report 
to this Council as soon as possible as 
to the supply and condition of the reser- 
voir; the sections that are without 
water four hours, twelve hours and 
twenty-four hours a day, as to the abil- 
ity of the people to sprinkle lawns with- 
in the hours prescribed by the City 
Water Company, also as to the danger 
of residences from fire through the in- 
sufficient supply of water.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES 
‘*As to Notaries."’ 

LOS ANGELES, July 29.—(To the Edi- 
tor of The Times.) While I am _  op- 
posed to discussing legal questions in the 
newspapers,.vet the legality of the ap- 

intment of notaries public since March 

3, 1893, and? the validity of their acts. is 
of such public interest that a few re- 
marks on the subject will not be out of 
place. It is not my intention to go into 
a long discussion of the points involved, 
but only to state that there is no reason 
for any one to feel nervous or alarmed 
on account of any acts performed by 
such notaries, whether their appoint- 
ment was legal or not. Each one was 
appointed by and received his commis- 
sion from the Governor, who had the 
right to appoint, and this makes him ah 
eiheer de facto, even if not de jure, and 
all of the acts of the nota done by 
virtue of his_ commissiaqn, whether the 
same consists in the acknowledgement 
of deeds, mortgages or any other notar- 
are perfectly legal and valid. 
The said notaries hold office under color 
of authority. and outsiders cannot and 
are not required to make a close investi- 
gation into their title to the office, and 
when they see a notary public exercis- 
ing the functions of his office, and that 
this is generally acquiesced in, and that 
he is acting by virtue of a commission, 
then the public has a right to treat him 
as such officer without ineurring any 
danger of having the legality of his acts 
called inte question. This is the settlad 
law of California. In one ecnse, a sheriff 
had been appointed by a county judge 
who had no power to snake the appoint- 
ment, and the acts of such sheriff wer> 
held to he good as an officer de facto. 
and the Supreme Court stated that this 
was too old a princi of law to require 
argument or authority. In another case 
the question was made, that the judge 
who had tried a case was not legally ap- 
pointed bhecause the Governor had no 
right or authority to this 
case the Supreme Court held the person 
who filled the office of trial judge was 
appointed and commissioned by the Gov- 
ernor; that, therefore, he held office un- 
der color of title, and became judze de 
facto, if not de jure, and that his title 
to the office eould not be questioned in 
a collateral mode, but_only by an action 
brought directly for that purpose, and 
that his acts as such de facto offiter 
must be held to be valid as respects the 
publie and third parties; that a contrary 
doctrine would, for obvious reasons, lead 
to the most pernicious results. This 
srincipie is ~recognized by all of 
eher courts, and it is uniformly ruled 
that the acts of persons appointed as 
officers must be held to be valid upon 
principles of Molicy, and justice, so far 
as they involve the interests of the pub- 
lic and third persons where they are per- 
formed under color of appointment, a)- 
though the same be void because there 
Was a want of power in the appointing 
bedy, or because the appointment was 
unconstitutional, but had not been de- 
eclared so judicially. As I stated before, 
there is no occasion for any one to give 
himself any uneasiness about the legal- 
ity of any acknowledgment or other 
notarial act performed by any notary 
recently appointed by the Governor. Un- 
til it has been judicially determined that 
such notaries have no wer to act as 
such, or that the appointment is void,

TOLD HIS STORY. 


‘The Murderér on 


the Stand. 


Swore That He Did Not Stab 
Guet How. 


Judgment Signed Against the Ter- 
minal Company. 


Its Tracks in South Pasadena Declared to Be 
a Public Nyisance by Judge Shaw— | 
Substance of the Order—- 
. Court Notes. 


The defense in the Chinese murder 
case added the last link to the chain of 
evidence yesterday afternoon, and 
about all that remains to be done now is 
for the jury to decide whether or not 
Quon Toy Ying’s neck is to be saved 
from the gallows. The accused mur- 
derer of the pretty Chinese girl, Guet 
How, was put on the stand to testify in 
his own behalf when court convened 
yesterday morning, and he occupied 
the chair nearly allday. He answered 
questions quite glibly and strictly ad- 
hered tothe general line of defense 
Mapped out and iollowed by former 
witnesses. 

The defendant took the stand very 
quietly and proceeded to narrate his 
story ina low voice. He said that he 
had long loved the almond-eyed Guet 
How, and onthe night of June 6 had 
made preparations to elope with her. 
About 8 o'clock in the morning he had 
gone to the place where Guct How was 
lodged, with two friends who were to 
aid in the flight. Ah Lip, the woman's 
keeper, was. much enraged when he 
learned of the intimacy whici had 
grown up between the witness and 
Guet How, and on that night had be- 
come suspicious. After entering 
the girl’s room on that morning the 
witnesss heard footsteps, ard before he 
could conceal himself Ah Lip came in. 
The latter was very angry, and muttered 
that it would be a good time to kill them 
both, meaning Ying and How. Seeing 
something in his hand, and thinking it 
was 2 pistol, the witness had pulled his 
pistol and shot Lip, but not before the 
latter had stabbed the girl. Witness 
fired three shots at Lip and then fled, 
being afraid that Wong Chee’s ‘hatchet 
men’’ would kill him if he did not get 
out. 

“What did you mean when you ap- 
pealed to your friends to save your life, 


‘in that note written atthe County Jail?”’ 


asked Mr. Cheney. 

**Well, I was afraid that I might stay 
in jail until I died,"’ was the response. 

‘Did you not know that you were to 
be tried for killing Guet How and not 
Ah Lip?”’ 

“Yes, but I thought that Ah Lip was 
not well yet and that he might die.”’ 

At 8:30 o’clock the detense rested 
their case, when testimony in rebuttal 
was introduced. 

Officer McKenzie testified to the good 
reputation of Lem Loon, the man who 
gave the most damaging evidence in be- 
half of the présecution,. when le stated 
that Guet How had said that Quon Toy 
Ying stabbed her. Officer Stewart tes- 
tified to the same effect, as did also Oft- 
cer Smith. 

The case will probably be argue: this 
afternoon. 

JUDGMENT SIGNED. 
“It looks now'as if the Terminal Rail-

‘That by reason and because of said 
violation by the defendant of the terms 
and conditions of said ordinance the 
defendant has no right to hold and 
maintain any of the franchises or right- 
Oleway granted to it by said ordinance, 
over, along or across any part of either 
ofthe public streets. in said city of 
South Pasadena, known and designated 
as Arroyo drive, Palm avenue, Syivan 
avenue, . Grevalia avenue, Prospect 
avenue, Meridian avenue and Fair Oaks 
avenue. 

“That the line of track of the said 
plaintiff's railroad, and all other im- 
provements or erections made by de- 
fendant and now existing in or upon 
any portion of either of said above 
pamed Streets, in said city, constitute 
and are a public nuisance, and that all 
of the said track and all the improve- 
ments and erections made by the said 
defendant, and existing inor upon any 
part of either of said public streets, be 
abated. 

“That the defendant, its agent, at- 
torneys and servants be, and they 
hereby are, perpetually enjoined from 
operating or running any locomotives, 
car, or train of cars, over, along or 
across any part of either of said public 
streets, and that the plaintiff do have 
and recover of and from the defendant 
its costs in this action incurred.”’

Compromise Effected in the $10,- 
Mortgage Suit. 


Uncalled-for Attacks on the Council and City 
Attorney —The Terminal Rate War 
on—Personal Notes and 
Bre vities. 


On Tuesday of iast week The Times first 
made public the announcement that acom- 
promise had been agreed upon between the 
city and the Savings Bank of Southern 
California. in the suit brought by the bafik 
to foréclose a mortgage of $10,000, all the 
dictails of the case having previously ap- 
peared in these columns. A day or two 
Jater the Pasadena reporter of the Herald 
‘heard about the compromise, and gave his 
readers the benefit of his information, to 
gether with some original ideas of his own 
relating thereto. 

One or two articles of a like nature have 
appeared subsequently, and, without tn 
“iuiging in any uncalled-for personalities, 
‘it may be properly stated that the writings 
in question betray such a profound ignor- 
ance On the part of the writer of the ques: 
tion at issue that the reader is left in doubt 
mas to whether the articles have been writ- 
‘ten for purely sensational purposes or sim 
Ply as a joke. 

Here is something, which is a gem in its 
Way. that appeared in Monday's Herald: 
“The peculiar compromise which was made 
by the city with the Savings Bankjof South- 
ern Calitoroia, whereby the city paid over 
P1IVOO to the bank re to induce them to 
drop the suitinstituted to recover $10,000, 
andinterest amounting to $3000-‘more, 
which they claimed was due on a mortgage 
held against the sewer farm, but which had 
been paid long ago and in full, and the 
mortgage cancelled, still excites comment 
Why, under these circumstances, this city 
should have been cailed upon to stand and 
deliver a cool $1000, is a mystery that a 
good many want to see explained. In fact, 
a direct movement has been taken by a few 
prominent people to thoroughly investigate 
the whole business and get at the bottom 
facts. The popular opinion seems to be 
that if the bank hadany case they would 

not have compromised a $3000 claim for 
$1000, and thatit would have been better 
to have stood up and fought it out with 
them than to have been bulldozed in a case, 
Where the defendant, from all appear. 
ances, had both law and justice on its 
side.”’ 

In the first place, all the proceedings have 
been open and above board, and bad the 
‘Herald reporter taken the trouble to call 
upon anv of the city officials who were con- 
Versant with the facts, he would have ob. 
tained all the information he wanted, and 
all the “few prominent people’’' who have 
determined ‘to thoroughly investigate the 
whole proceeding and get at the bottom 
facts’ havetodoisto call upon the said 
officials, when all possible information will 
ve afforded them. 

No more need be sakl in reply to the 
shadows of thouchtlets evolved in the mind 
of the Herald reporter, other than to quote 
the reportot City Attorney Arthur, that 
was submitted to the City Council on Mon- 
day, and unanimously approved by that 
body. This paper further explains how 
the settlement was arrived at on Monday. 
Mr. Arthur says; 

“Inthe case of the Savings Bank of 
Southern California vs. the city | have this 
morning secured a stipulation from the at- 
torneys for the plaintiff, which is filed in 
the case, agreeing that upon the payment 
by the cit¥ to the bank of thesum of $1000 
thatthe plaintiff would dismiss the case 
and give tothe city a good and valid re- 
lease of the mortgage against the sewer 
farm, and willcancel the notes which the 
snoertgage was given to secure. It is, per- 
Laps, only fair to state in this connéction 
that, in the opinion of some of the first law- 
yers in this part of the State, the city 
had no more than aneven fighting chance 
to win this case. While itis popularly sup- 
posed that the money was paid by the city 
to the bank and the mortgage released, yet 
it must not be forgotten that the alleged 
release of the mortgage was made by the 
mortgagor himself, thatthe warrant pay- 
ing the money was in his name 
individually, and that the notes which 
are the tirst evidence of the debt 
Were not canceled at the time the 
city officials paid the money = and 
that. as amatter of fact, the bank never 
received one dollar of the money. It was 
upon this briefiy stated condition of affairs 
that the bank brought suit. I have alwavs 
believed that we would finally win this 
case and have so advised vou, but it would 
certainly cost the citv as much as $1000 
to carry this case through the Supreme 
Court. We might have lost. and in that 
event would have had to pay the principal 
sum of $10,000, and the interest. which 
now amounts to $3000, and which in two or 
three vears from now, when the case would 
probably be decided by the Supreme Court, 
would make the whole sum something like 
$15,000 or $16,000. By this compromise 
all doubt is set at rest, the case is ended, 
the sewer farm is free from any cloud, and 
the city has paidno more than it would 
have hadto pay to finally win the case 
after years of litigation and taking all the 
chances of losing in the end. Respecttully 
submitted. W. E. ARTHUR.” 

It is only necessary to add that the only 
reason all of the above facts did not appear 
in print when The Times first told of tae 
compromise was because the city felt that 
it had acinch on the bank and feared that 
any undue publicity or hilarity on account 
‘thereof might cause the bank ofticials to 
refuse toSignthe agreement, which had 
been only verbally discussed. While the 
bank had all the law on its side, there were 
certain very important reasons for its de- 
Siring to settle the case out of court. It 
was the plaintiff, not the defendant, who 

-tirst proposed a compromise. The city 
never “paid over $1000 to the bank people 
to induce them to drop the svit."" The 
Times reporter has interviewed a number 
ofthe heaviest taxpavers.of town, and 

hey have unanimously expressed them- 
scives as altogether satisfied with the com-

Vill Not Be Imprisoned 
at Hard Labor. 


Judge Ross’s Decision in the 
Famous Chinese Case. 


Part of the Geary Law is Declared 
Unconstitutional. 


The Deportation and Registration Clauses 
Not Touched Upon—How the Mat- 
ter Now Stands—-The De- 
cision in Fall. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday Judge Ross delivered his de- 
‘cision in the famous Wong Dip Ken 
test case. The courtroom was well 
filled with attorneys and others inter- 
ested in the case. About a half-dozen 
Chinamen were also present and list- 
ened attentively while the judge read 
his opinion from the bench. 

The action was brought under the 
exolusien act of 1882, which prohibits 
the entry of Chinese laborers into the 
United States. This act was re-en- 
acted by the last Congress by what is 
known as the Geary law. It was 
proven that Wong Dip Ken had un- 
lawfully entered the United = States 
after the passage of the act of 1888, 
and, under section 4 of the Geary act, 
Was sentenced to two days hard labor 
at San Quentin and subsequent de- 
portation. The case was appealed to 
Judge Ross, who yesterday handed 
down his decision in which he declares 
that that part of section 4 of the Geary 
act which commands fhe ‘imprison- 
ment at. hard labor before deportation 
of such Chinese offenders us clearly 
unconstitutional. By the organic law 
of the land every person, be he 
African, Mongolian or Caucasian, is 
allowed cqual, rights, which cannot be 
taken from him without due process of 
law. Hard labor in a States prison is 
infamous punishment, and can only be 
inflicted after the person been 
found guilty of a criminal offense. The 
Geary law only pretends to deal with 


‘a political offense, and, therefore, that 


part which -prescribes criminal punish- 
ment is unconstitutional. The dec- 
cision does not affect the other parts 
of the Geary act, or any of the pre- 
vious exclusion measures which the 
last Congress re-enacted. 

The only other’ decision on this point 
is one by District Judge Billings in the 
Circuit Court, E. D. Louisiana, ren- 
dered December 8, 1892. Judge Bil- 
lings holds that the Geary law cannot 
be made the basis of an indictment, as 
the statute is political and not crim- 
inal in its nature; that the proceeding 
is summary in character, and the im- 
prisonment not for the purpose of pun- 
ishment but for detention until the re- 
moval is effected in the manner pro- 
vided by the act. Judge Billings, with 
much ingenuity, explains that the 
‘hard labor’’ mentioned in the ‘‘deten- 
tion” is purely a sanitary measure. 
The effect of yesterday's decision 
will be that Wong Dip Ken will be im- 
mediately deported to China unless a 
writ of habeas corpus is sued out be- 
fore the Circuit Court of Appeals. 


As soon as the decision was read 
from the bench, Dist.-Atty. Denis 
wired its purport to the Attorney- 


General at Washington, and later sent 
a type-written copy by mail. 

As the matter now stands the Geary 
law can be interpreted in two ways. 
In this’ Federal. district Chinamen can- 
not be imprisoned at hard labor, but 
can be deported. In Judge Billings’s 
district the offending heathen can be 
both imprisoned at ‘“‘hard labor,’ and 
then sent back to China. Until settled 
by a higher court this anomalous con- 
dition of things will remain in the 
United States to perplex both Cauca- 
sian and Mongolian alike. 

Considering the importance of Judge 
Ross's decision it is herewith given in 
full: 

THE DECISION. 

United States of America, plaintiff, 
s. Wong Dip Ken, defendant. 

This is an appeal taken by the de- 
fendant, a Chinese person, from an 
order made by a court commissioner 
for this district, directing that he be 
imprisoned at hard labor in the State 
prison at San Quentin, and thereafter 
deported to China. 

The proceedings before the connnis- 
sioner were commenced by the filing 
with him of a verified complaint 
charging that, after the passage of the 
act of Congress entitled “An Act to 
Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Ex- 
ecute Certain Treaty Stipulations Re- 
lating to Chinese,’ approved May 6, 
1882 (22 U. S. Stats., p. 58,) ‘one Ming 
Lee Tue did come into the United 
States from a foreign place, and, hav- 
ing come, has remained within the 
United States; that the said Ming Lee 
Tue has been found, and now is un- 
lawfully within the United States, and 
that at all the times herein mentioned 
the said Ming Lee Tue was and is a 
Chinese laborer.’ 

Upon this complaint a warrant was 
issued by the commissioner, and the 
defendant, whose true name was found 
to be Wong Dip Ken, having been ap- 


prehended, an examination of the 
charge was had before the commis- 
sioner, who, after examination, found 


him to be a Chinese person and a la- 
found 
and adjudged him to be unlawfully 
within the United States, and, there- 
fore, ordered 

“First—That said Wong Dip Ken 

be imprisoned at hard labor for the 
period of two days at the State's 
prison of the State of California at 
San Quentin, in said State of Cali- 
fornia; 
“Second—That thereafter said Wong 
Dip Ken be removed from the United 
States to China, and I order that the 
deportation of the said Wong Dip Ken 
be made from the port of San Fran- 
cisco, within the limits of the North- 
ern District of California, and I fur- 
ther order that said Wong Dip Ken be, 
and he is, \hereby committed to the 
United States Marshal for the South- 
ern District of California for the pur- 
poses aforesaid.”’ 

The appeal was taken by virtue of 
the 13th section of the act of Congress 
entitled “An Act to Prohibit the Com- 
ing of Chinese Laborers to the United 
States,” approved September 13, 1888 
(25 U. S. Stats., p. 476.) A motion made 
on behalf of the government to dis- 
miss the appeal was recently denied by 
the court for reasons given in an opin- 
jon filed on June 30 last. . The appeal 
is now for disposition upon its merits. 
It appears from the record that the 
commissioner found from the evidence 
adduced before him that the defendant 
is a Chinese person, and a laborer by 
occupation; that defendant failed to es- 
tablish, by affirmative proof, to the 
satisfaction of the commissioner, his 
lawful right to remain in the United 
States, and that he did not make it 
appear to the commissioner that he, 
defendant, is a subject or citizen of 
any other country than China. Based 
upon these facts the judgment and 
order appealed from were giveh, and 
they rest for their support upon the 
provisions of the act of Congress en- 
titicd “An Act to Prohibit the Coming 
of Chinese Persons into the United 
Siates,"” approved May 5, 1892, known 
as the Geary act (Stats. 1891-1892, p. 
23.) The third section of that act is 
as follows: 

“That any Chinese person or person 
of Chinese descent arrested under the 
provisions of this act or. the acts 


jhereby extended shail be adjudged to 


be unlawfully within the United States 
untess such person shall establish, by 


affirmative proof, to the satisfaction 
of such justice. judge or commissioner, 
his lawful right to remain in the 


United States; and its fourth section 
reads: 

“That any such Chinese person or 
person of Chinese descent convicted 
and adjudged to be not lawfuliy enti- 


shall -be imprisoned. at hard labor for a 
period of not excecding one year, and 


thereafter removed from the United 
States as hereinbefore provided: that 
is to say, as provided by the second 


section of the act, which is as follows: 

“That any Chinese person or person 
of Chinese descent, when convicted and 
adjudged under any of said laws to be 
not lawfully entitled to be or remain in 
the United States shall be removed from 
the United States to China, unless he 
or they shall make it appear to the 
} justice, judge or commissioner before 
whom he or they are tried that he or 
they are subjects or citizens of some 
other country, in which case he or they 
shall be removed from the United 
States to such country; provided, that 
in any case where such other country 
of which such Chinese person shall 
claim to be a citizen or subject shall 
demand any tax asa condition of the re- 
moval of such person to that country, 
he or she shall be removed to China.” 

It will be observed that by the third 
section of the act of May 5, 1892, the 
burden of proof of his lawful right to 
remain in the United States is placed 
on the Chinese person or person of 
Chinese descent charged with being un- 
lawfully in this country. No one ques- 
tions the power of Congress to pro- 
hibit the coming into this country of 
any class of foreigners deemed preju- 
dicial to the interests of our people. 
Against the coming into the country 
of Chinese laborers Congress has been 
legislating for years. The reasons for 
such legislation is an old story, and 
need not be repeated. But notwith- 
standing the enactments upon the sub- 
ject, the laws have been evaded in 
many Ways. By false testimony and 
cencocted evidence the courts have 
been .imposed upon in cases almost 
without number, and by sea and land 
the prohibited class in large numbers 
have been smuggled into the country 
in one way or another. To prevent 
all of this and give effect to its laws 
upon the subject, as far as possible, 
Congress deemed it wise by the pro- 
Vision in quesotion to put the burden 
of proof of his lawful right to remain 
in th® United States on the Chinese 
person or person of Chinese descent 
charged with unlawfully being within 
their borders. 

To those not residents of and not fa- 
mitiar with the Pacific Slope, and not 
so much subject to the evils intended 
to be guarded against by the exclu- 
sion acts, ‘‘the lines laid down for their 
enforcement may,’ as appropriately 
and well said by Judge Severens in the 
Case of Sings Lee, 54 Fed. Rep., 334, 
“seem hard, and because such sum- 
mary dealing with the rights of per- 
sons are out of the common order to 
which we are accustomed, and are lia- 
ble to produce injustice in many cases 
on account of their summary expedi- 
tion and the presumption against the 
prisoners, they may seem severe; but if 
the power resides in Congress to enact 
such provisions, the discretion whether 
it will do so rests in the law-making 
power, and the courts must presume it 
was exercised upon sufficient reasons.”’ 

In respect to the provision of the 
Geary act putting the burden of proof 
on those coming Within the class thus 
interdicted, I agree with Judge Sev- 
erens in the case cited, that there is 
not only nothing in it vfolative of the 
provisions of the Constitution of the 
Unitell Siates, but, for the reasons 
given by him, and in’ view of the cir- 
cumstances already referred to,-and of 
others that may be suggested, that the 
provision in question is not unreason- 
able. He says: ‘The person brought 
before the commissioner is one of a 
class which, by the terms of the 
Statute is obnoxious to its operation. 
That must appear before the general 
jurisdiction can be exercised, and since, 
generally, that class is interdicted, he 
can only escape the common lot upon 
its appearing that he is not within the 
general condemnation. The means of 
showing this are presumably in his 
own control. It would be extremely 
inconvenient, and probably in most 
instances impracticable, for the gov- 
ernment to bring proof of the negative 
fact that the respondent is not within 
the exemption. Such circumstances 
are the basis of the rule of evidence 
which devolves the burden on the party 
who presumably has the best means of 
proving the fact. But, whatever the 
rule which, by the common law, would 
be applicable to trials, it cannot be af- 
firme@ that in such conditions the 
legislature cannot prescribe such a 
rule of evidence.” 

That the expulsion from this country 
of a foreigner who came into it’ con- 
trary to its laws and who was thereby 
excluded is not subjecting him to pros- 


ecution or punishment for crime is 
clear. In the late case of Fong Yue 
Ting vs. United States, the ma- 


jority of the Supreme Court held that 
the subsequent expulsion of (Chinese 
persons who came into the country by 
invitation of our government is not the 
prosecution or punishment of such per- 
sons for crime committed. A, fortiori, 
the expulsion of such foreignefs as en- 
tered the country contrary to and in 
the teeth of our laws, is not to pros- 
ecute or punish them for crime com- 
mitted. | It results, I think, that the 
constitutional, statutory and common 
law provisions and rules in respect to 
criminal prosecutions have no applica- 
tion to the mere expulsion or deporta- 
tion of such Chinese persons as came 
here contrary to and in Violation of 
the laws of the United States. 

But it by no means follows that the 
political right of the government to ex- 
pel such persons embraces the right 
to confine. them at hard labor in a pen- 
itentiary before deportation. If the 
imprisonment of a human being at 
hard labor in a penitentiary is not 
punishment, it is difficult to understand 
hcw anything short of the infliction of 
the death penalty is. It is not only pun- 
ishment, but punishment infamous in 
its character, which, under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the United 
States, can only be inflicted upon a 
person after his due conviction of crime 
pursuant to the forms and provisions 
of law. ‘‘Infamous punishments,” said 
the Supreme Court in ex parte Wilson, 
114 U. S., 426, “‘caffnot be limited to 
those punishments which are cruel or 
unusual; .because, by the seventh 
amendment of the Constitution, ‘cruel 
and unusual punishments’ are wholly 
forbidden, and cannot, therefore, be law- 
fully inflicted even in cases of convic- 
tions upon indictments duly presented 
by a grand jury. 

“By the first Crimes Act of the 
United States, forgery of public se- 
curities, or knowingly uttering forged 
public securities with intent to de- 
fraud, as well as treason, murder, 
piracy, mutiny, robbery, or rescue of 
a person convicted of a capital crime, 
Was punishable with death; most other 
offenses were punished by fine and im- 
prisonment; whipping was part of the 
punishment of stealing or falsifying 
records, fraudulently acknowledging 
bail, Jarceny of goods, @r receiving 
stolen goods; disqualification to hold 
office was part of the punishment of 
bribery, and those convicted of per- 
jury er subornation of perjury, be- 
sides being fined and imprisoned, were 
to stand in’the pillory for one hour, and 
rendered incapable of testifying in any 
court of the United States. (Act of 
April 30, 1790,-ch. 9, 1 Stat. 112-117; Mr. 
Justice Wilson's charge to the grand 
jury in 1791, 3 Wilson's Works, 380, 381.) 

“By that act no provision was made 
for imprisonment at. hard labor. But 
the punishment of both fine and im- 
prisonment at hard labor was pre- 
scribed by later statutes, as, for in- 
stance, by the act of April 21, 1806, 
ch. 49, for counterfeiting coin, or utter- 
ing or importing ‘counterfeit coin. and 
by the act of March 3, 1825, ch. 65, for 
perjury, subornation of perjury, for- 
gery and counterfeiting. uttering 
forged securities or counterfeit money, 
and other grave crimes. (2 Stat. 404, 4 
Stat. 115.) Since the punishments of 
whipping and standing in the pillory 
were abolished by the act of February 
28, 1839, ch. 36, S. 5, 5 Stat. 322: impris- 
onment at hard labor has been substi- 
tuted for nearly all other ignominious 
punishments, not capital. by the

“What punishment shall be consid- 


ered as infamous may be affected by 
the changes of public opinion from one 
age to another. In former times, being 
put in the stocks was not considered 
as necessarily infamous. And by the 
first judiciary act of the United States 
whipping was classe with moderate 
fines and short terms of imprisonment 
in limiting the criminal jurisdiction of 
the district court to cases ‘where no 
Jther punishment than whipping. not 
exceeding thirty stripes, a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, is to be inflicted.” (Act of Sep- 
tember 24, 1789, ch. 20, S. 9, 1 Stat. 77.) 
But at the present day either 
Stocks or whipping might be thought 
an infamous punishment. 

“For more than a century imprison- 
ment at hard labor in the State prison 
or penitentiary or other similar insti- 
tution has been Considered an infamous 
punishment in England and America. 

“Among the punishments ‘that con- 
sist principally in their ignominy,’ Sir 
William Blackstone classes ‘hard labor 
in the house of correction or otherwise.’ 
as well as whipping, the pillory or the 
stocks. (4 BI. Com. 337.) And Mr. 
Dane, while treating it as doubtful 
whether confinement in the stocks or 
in the house of correction is infamous. 
says: ‘Punishments, clearly infamous, 
are death, gallows, pillory, branding, 
whipping, confinement to, hard labor 
and cropping.’ (2 Dane Ab. 569, 570.) 
“The same view has been forcibly 
expressed by Chief Justice Shaw. 
Speaking of imprisonment in the State 
prison, which by the statutes of Mass- 
achusetts was required to. be at hard 
labor, he said: ‘Whether we consider 
the words infamous punishment in 
their popular meaning, or as they are 
understood by the Constitution and 
laws, a sentence to the State prison 
for any term of time must be consid- 
ered as falling within them. The con- 
vict is placed in a public place of pun- 
ishment, common toethe whole State, 
subject to solitary imprisonment, to 
have his hair cropped, to be clothed 
in conspicuous prison dress, subjected 
to hard labor without pay, to hard 
fare, coarse and meager food and to 
Severe discipline. Some of these a 
convict in the house of correction is 
subject to; but the house of correction, 
under that and the various names of 
workhouse and bridgewell, has not the 
Same character of infamy attached to 
it. Besides, the State prison for any 
term of time is now by law substituted 
for all the ignominious punishments 
formerly in use; and, unless this is in- 
famous, then there is now no infamous 
punishment other than capital.’ (Jones 
vs. Robins, 8 Gray 329, 349.) In the 
same case Mr. Justice Merrick, while 
dissenting from the rest of the court 
upon the question whether under the 
words ‘the law of the land’ in the 
constitution of Massachusetts an in- 
dictment by.a grand jury was essential 
to a prosecution for a crime punishable 
by imprisonment in the State prison, 
and taking a position upon that ques- 
tion more accordant with the recent 
judgment of this court in Hutardo vs. 
California, .110 U. S. 516, yet concurred 
with the other judges in holding that 
such imprisonment at hard labor was 
an infamous punishment. (8 Gray 370- 
342.) 

“Imprisonment at hard labor, com- 
pulsory and unpaid, is, in the strongest 
sense of the word, ‘involuntary servi- 
tude for crime,’ spoken of in the pro- 
Vision of the ordinance of 1787, and 
of the thirteenth amendment of the 
Constitution by which all other slavery 
was abolished.’’ 

In the subsequent case of Mackin vs. 
United States, 117 U. S., 352, the court 
said: ‘“‘We cannot doubt that at the 
present day imprisonment in a State 
prison or penitentiary, with or without 
hard labor, is an infamous punish- 
ment.”” Such punishment, as has been 
said, can not be inflicted except for 
crime committed and after due convic- 
tion thereof. By subdivision 3 of sec- 
tion 2 of article 3 of the Constitution of 
the United States it is declared that 
“The trial of all crimes, except in cases 
of impeachment, shall be by jury.” 

By the sixth amendment of the Con- 
stitution it is declared: ‘In all crim- 
inal prosecutions the accused shall en- 
joy the right to a speedy and public 
trial, by an impartial jury of the State 
and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district 
shall have been previously ascertained 
by law, and to be informed of the na- 
ture and cause of the accusation; to be 
confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his. favor, and 
to have the assistance of counsel for 
his defense.”’ 

By the fifth amendment it is pro- 
vided that ‘*‘No person shall be held to 
answer for a capital or other infamous 
crime unless on presentment or indict- 
inent of a grand jury, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, or 
in the militia, when in actual service 
in time of war or public danger.” 

The fifth amendment also provides 
that ‘“‘No person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law.” 

That portion of section 4 of the act 
of May 5, 1892, Known as the Geary act, 
providing for the imprisonment at hard 
labor for a period of not exceeding one 
year of any Chinese person or person 
of Chinese descent convicted and ad- 
judged by a commissioner to be not 
lawfully entitled to be or remain in the 
United States is, in my opinion, clearly 
in conflict with the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States above 
cited. It am unable to appreciate the 
force of the suggestion made by the 
District’ Attorney that the provisions 
of the Federal Constitution apply only 
to citizens of the United States and 
to aliens permissively therein, and that 
its protections, and safeguards can not 
be invoked by any alien who came into 
and remains in the country in violation 
of the express laws of the country. 
One obstacle in the way of adopting 
that view is that it assumes the very 
question to be determined, namely, 
whether the defendant did come and 
rerm.ain in the country contrary to its 


laws. But above and beyond that 
consideration the Constitution, which 
has potency everywhere within the 


limits of our territory, covers alike With 
its protection every human being within 
it. I do not understand that there is 
anything to the contrary in any of the 
opinions delivered in the case of Fong 
Yue Ting vs. the United States, supra. 
An alien who comes into this country 
against the consent ef-eur government 
and even contrary to a law expressly 
excluding him «oes not thereby  be- 
come an enemy of our country. Cer- 
tainly, so long as he remains within 


our borders and so long as our govern-. 


ment remains on terms of peace and 
amity with the country of which he is 
a subject, he ust be regarded as a 
friendly alien. If such an alien may be 
arbitrarily deprived of his liberty, surely 
he may be arbitrarily deprived of his 
property and even of his life. This 
cannot be so. In the case of Taylor 
et al. vs. Carpenter, 3 Story, 458, which 
arose in 1844, the defendant objected to 
the maintenance of the suit on the 
ground, among other grounds, that the 
plaintiffs were aliens. But Judge Story 
answered: ‘‘Be it so; but in the courts 
of the United States, under the Consti- 
tution and laws, they are entitled, be- 
ing alien friends, to the same protec- 
tion of their rights as citizens. atte 
There is no difference between the case 
of a citizen and that of an alien friend 
where his rights are openly violated.”’ 
In the case of Ah Kow vs. Nunan., 5 
Sawyer, 562, Mr. Justice Field, refer 
to the fourteenth amendment of. the 
Constitution of the United States, said: 
“That amendment in its first section 
declares who are citizens of the United 
Staies, and then enacts that no State 
shall make or enforce any law which

tion of any rights, privileges or immu- 
nities secured by the Constitution and 
laws, shall be liable t) the party in- 
jured in an action at law, suit. in 
equity, or other proper proceeding for 
redress.’ (Sec. 1979.) 

“It is certainly something in which a 
citizen of the United States may feel a 
generous pride, that the government of 
his country extends protection to all 
persons within its jurisdiction: and that 


every blow aimed at any of them, 
however humble, come’ from what 
quarter it may, is ‘caught upon the 


broad shield of our Diessed Constitu- 
tion and our equal laws." 

The invalidity of that portion of see- 
tion 4 of the Geary act, providing for 
the imprisonment at hard labor for a 
period of not more than one year of 
the Chinese person, or person of Chi- 
nese descent, found and adjudged tobe 
unlawfully within the United States, 
does not, however, affect. the deporta- 
tion clause of the section nor any of 
the other provisions of the act. There 
is no necessary connection between the 
deportation of the person and his im- 
prisonment at hard labor for one year, 
or for any less time. The unconstitu- 
tionality of an independent clause of a 
Statute does not render  unconstitu- 
tional the remainder of the statute. 

From the views above expressed it 
results that that portion of the order of 
the commissioner directing that the de- 
fendant be imprisoned at hard labor in 
the State prison at San Quentin for two 
days should be annul!ed. and that in 
all other respects the judzment and or- 
der should be affirmed. (rdered ac- 
cordingly. ROSS, District Judge.

HEATHENS HAVE HOPES. 


Another Test Case to Be Taken to the Su- 
preme Court. 

That another attempt wil] be made to 
test the constitntionality of the Geary 
act now seems certain. Attorney Rior- 
dan, of the Six Companies, has recently 
expressed himselfto this effect in an 
interview with a San !rancisco Exami- 
ner reporter. He says: 

‘So far as I know the Six Companies 
have had no information indicating 
with anything of certainty that any 
measure designed to keep them out of 
the trouble by which they are sur- 
rounded will be brought forward during 
the coming session of Congress. 

‘In anticipation of a probable post- 
ponement until the regular session next 
winter of all action relative to the Chi- 
nese, the attorneys for the Six Compan- 
ies are getting ready to renew their ef- 
forts on behalf of the Chinese laborers 
by taking another test case to the 
United States Supreme Court. Should 
Congress, priortothe opening of the 
fallterm of the Supreme Court, in Oc- 
tober, manifest an intention of speedily 
dealing with the Geary act, it is likely 
that the test case will be held back. 
pending atermination of the fight in 
Congress over the Chinese tangle; but 
if no such intention is manifested -pro- 
ceedings will be commenced so that the 
judicial tribunal may rendera decision 
in the test case before the close of au- 
tumn.”’ 

Chung Tone, the secretary of ‘the 
Chinese Consolidated Benevolent Asso- 
ciation—the centra! organization of the 
Six Companies—also made a similar 
statement. The secretary further said 
he felt confident that the United States 
will pursue a policy of inacgion so long 
as there is a dearth of available coin 
for enforcing the deportation clause of 
the exclusion act. ‘‘We are eager to 
know positively where we stand,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘The uncertainty is caus- 
ing us greattrouble. No unregistered 
laborer teels at a!l secure, and the mer- 
chants are afraid to venture into new 
enterprises or to strike out boldly in 
old ones, because of the doubtful status 
of the laboring class. Delay is not 
what we desire We feel that we have 
the law on our side. the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court notwithstanding, 
and if Congress hesitatesto do us jus- 
tice we wish to have the matter 
speedily presented to the courts ayain, 
tor an early settlement of the problem 
is very earnestly wisbed by all of us.”’ 

The hopes for a favorable decision 
are based upon two points. One is the 
fact that a regulation of the Supreme 
Court calls for the presence ofa full 
bench when grave constitutional ques- 
tions are considered, whereas, when 
the Geary act was passed upon, Justice 
Harlan was absent in Paris. This is 
claimed to be sufficient ground for a re- 
hearing. Then the change in the per- 
sonnel of the court is also deemed pro- 
pitious to the Chinese. | 

Of the eight judges who participated 
in rendering the decision, Justices Gray, 
Blatchford, Lamar, brown and Shiras 
united in declaring the law constitu- 
tional, while Chief Justice Fulier and 

stices Field and Brewer dissented. 

Since that time Justice Blatchford, 
one of the strongest upholders of the 
law and one of the bitter opposers of 
the Chinese, is dead, thus reducing the 
numb.r of judges in favor of the law to 
four.

STOLE A BICYCLE. 


A Young Man’s Plan to Increase 
His Finances. 


Captured in the Act and Turned Over to the 
Potlice—He is Believed to Be Well 
Connected in New 
York. 


Detectives Auble and Benson placed 
under arrest yesterday afternoon’ a 
young man whose general appearance 
marks him as being above the usual 
run of criminals in education and breed- 
ing, and to whom crime is as yet some- 
what of a novelty. 

Early inthe afternoon a bright-look- 


on Fourth street and said*that he de- 
siredto renta wheel. The proprietor 
of the place, wholly unsuspecting, be- 
ing assuredpy the honest appearance 
of the fellow, did not hesitate to fur- 
nish’ the desired bicycle, and had 
it not been that the man 
pushed the wheel off down the street 
instead of mounting it, his suspicions 
would probably not have been aroused. 
Noticing this peculiar act on the part 
of the fellow, he said nothing, but got’ 
on a wheel himself and quietly followed 
up his ‘‘customer.’’ The man at once 
ran the wheel around to another agency 
on Fifth street and there offered it for 
sale. The agents at this place finally 
offered him $50 for the wheel, but in- 
sisted that a bill of sale be produced ex- 
plaining how the seller came by it be- 
fore the sale wasconcluded. The young 
man said that it would be no trouble to 
get this at all, and started out, saying 
that he would soon return with the 
requisite papers. When he had gone 
the owner of the wheel crossed over 
from the other side of the street, where 
he had been standing, and, upon finding 
out what had transpired, immediately 
telephoned to the police station for an 
officer.
